Urges Appointment’ of Petmarient 
Returning Officers in Canada 

The appointment of permanent \re- 
turning officers to simplify the work 
of organization at electién time {s-re- 
commended by the chief electoral o 
cer for Canada in hig report to sarite. 
ment An amendment-to the Blet- 
tions Act is suggested empowering the 

naming by the government, either ot 
an individual or a public officer, such 
as the sheriff by virtue of his poaltion, 
to act at all times as returning officer 
in his county. The report rémarks 
that the\time required for preparation 
for an election in Candda is very much 
longer than ‘the period consiimed In 
Great Britain, where the system’ ot 
permanent returning officers is in 
vogue. 

The chief electoral officer also re- 
commends that urban registration for 
electoral purposed should not be re- 
quired, except in certain ocmmunities, 
where the population’ of an electoral 
district is less than 5,000. At’ present 
urban registration is required of all 
communitites over 2,500. Exception 
would have to be made in the case ot 
a few small communities, which are 
essentially urban, but the majority ot 
them could be «registered as rural 
Communities and effect economy in| 
registration. The increased popula- 
tion limit, says the report, would re- 
duce the number of communities now 
réquirifg urban registration from 185 
to 80

Strange Effigies Are to Be Found in 
Westminster Abbey 

The British Museum fn London has 
been the growth of nearly two centur- 
ies, the first purchase for the collec 
tion having been made in 17638, .al- 
| though the present magnificent build- 
ing in Bloomsbury was not compTet- 
ed until 1853, the gap of a century. 
The Natural History .Museum at 
South Kensington with .its splendid 
array of specimens was not com- 
ménced until 1856. These museums 
and the adjacent museums and col- 
leges of science, the Imperial Insti- 
tute, the Royal Albert Hall, and the 
Albert Memorial are all clustered to- 
gether and each is well worthy of a 
visit. 

The Lowther Arcade in the Strand, 
that Toy Bazaar beloved by~children 
of past generations, has disappeared 
with most of the old institutions, The 
Royal Polytechnic in Regent Street 
opened in 1839 and closed in 1881, fs 
still remembered. * Who can ever for 
get the thrill that went through the 
youthful beholder when the diving- 
bell with its human freight sank be- 
| neath the water, and the suspense 


with which one waited for it to em- 


ergs? Many were the exhibitions 
devoted to Napoleon and Wellington 
that flourished in London in the early 
part of the last century, but these 
have long passed away leaving not a 
rack ‘pehind. Among the many en- 
tertalnments that have come and gone 
one can only mention Wilde's Map of 
the World, the Colosseum in Regent's 
Park, the Christy (afterwards Moore 
& Burgess) Minstrels, the Mohawks, 
the Dore Gallery, Hengler’s Circus, the 
Royal Aquarium, and the perform- 
ances af the Egyptian Hall in Picca> 
dilly. 
home of Shakespearean plays, 
survives. 

Reference has been - made . to 
Madame Tussaud’s Exhibition, that 
Pihoraerad of Immortals which’ came 
to England from France in™4g02 and 
contifiues to be one of the foremost 
of the houses of entertainment in the 
Metropolis. Thé public never seems 
to tire of inspecting its figures of past 
and present celebrites, its priceless 
relics, and its tableaux, There 1s, 
however, to be seen in London a col- 
lection of waxen figures in a place 
where one would least expect to ‘find 
them—namely, Westminster Abbey. 
Here, in a gallery not ordinarily ac- 
cessible to the public, there is a minot 
“Tussdtid’s” exhibition of perHaps 
equal interest to the monuments in 
the sacred edifice. The collection has 
received the names of “the Ragged 
Regiment” and “the Play of the Dead 
Volks.” For many centuries the 
curious custom prevailed at state 
funerals, even in old England, of ex- 
hibiting in the funeral car, or carry- 
ing in p ssion, a waxen effigy of 
the indiv; 1 whose remains were 
about to be consigned to the tomb. 
The head of thé defunct monarch, 
statesman, or warrlor was «modelled 
in wax, and an effigy was built up and 
clad in the actual garments worn by 
the deceased im his lifetime but em- 
bellished with false gems. Often, 
when the coffin’ had been deposited in 
the vault, the figure was placed over 
the tomb as a sort of. temporary sub- 
| stitute for a stoné monument. Sevy- 
tae of these effigies are still preserved |
